City Council plans to close park restrooms

The 
city can afford a ridiculously ex- 
pensive new city hall and consider 
a concert hall, but it will close 
restrooms to save money.” (Mer-

Miami (EFE)- A soon-to-be- 
released film by Mexican-born di- 
rector Sergio Arau, titled “A Day 
Without a Mexican,” poses the 
question: How would California 
function if Hispanics suddenly dis- 
appeared? 

The film, which its director 
calls a “pseudo-documentary sat- 
ire,” shows the social, economic 
and political crisis that occurs in 
California on a day when one-third 
of its population - 14 million His- 
panics, mostly of Mexican origin - 
vanish. 

Arau said he wanted to delve 
into the consequences of the dis- 
appearance of a group of people 
who do important work for this 
country but are still marginalized. 

“The question was how to 
make the invisible, visible,” Arau 
told EFE in Miami, where he is 
promoting his film, to be released 
May 14. 

The inspiration for this feature- 
length remake of what was origi- 
nally a 28-minute short film, came 
in 1994 in New York, while Cali- 
fornia was debating Proposition 
187, a measure - eventually ruled 
unconstitutional - that sought to 
deny illegal immigrants access to 
education and public health in that 
state. 

During an annual “Day with- 
out Art/World AIDS Day,” when all 
of New York’s museums and gal- 
leries close in mourning and appre- 
ciation of the contribution of art- 
ists who have died of AIDS, Arau’s 
wife, writer and actress Yareli 
Arizmendi, began to imagine “a 
day without Mexicans.” 

Arizmendi said there is a need 
to change the perception of Hispan- 
ics in the United States and that is

the theme of the film. 

“The film’s main proposal is: 
No more hypocrisy; let’s speak 
clearly, we need each other. They 
must acknowledge the contribu- 
tions of, and finally speak with re- 
spect” about Hispanics, she said. 

Arau agreed, saying “the truth 
is that they need us” and giving the 
example of immigrants who work 
in agriculture and earn less than 
minimum wage. 

“Who would do that agricul- 
tural work if it weren’t for Latinos? 
Gringos don’t go because (those 
jobs) pay less than minimum wage, 


are very harsh and there are no ben- 
efits,” he said. 

Arau said his film portrays 
Hispanics who have made impor- 
tant contributions to the world but 
have not received recognition be- 
cause of their origins. 

Among those is 1995 Nobel 
chemistry prize winner Mexican 
Mario Molina, a professor at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy (MIT). 

“Another is aeronautics engi- 
neer Ralph Gonzalez, who led the 
Apollo 13 landing. He has the 
highest decoration given by the 
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American government and they 
don't even mention him in the 
movie (about the space flight) ,” he 
said. 

The Mexican director recalled 
a film by his father, Alfonso Arau, 
“A Walk in the Clouds,” in which 
one of the characters says: “Just 
because I speak with an accent, 
don’t believe | think with an ac- 
cent.” 

Arau says he knows what it 
feels like to be part of an ignored 
minority. 

“I had a whole career in 
Mexico. And when I moved here, 
nothing I had done had any value, 
it wasn’t understood; and I didn’t 
speak English. For the fist time, I 
became a minority and I felt what 
discrimination is firsthand,” Arau 
Said. 

For the filmmaker, it is time 
the “famous Latin market” got 
some respect: with 43 million con- 
sumers, including Puerto Rico, the 
group has an annual purchasing 
power of close to $600 billion. 

“We are consumers in this sys- 
tem and, as such, they should re- 
spect us more,” he said. 

Arau’s film is dedicated to 
former California Gov. Pete Wil- 
son, one of the staunchest promot- 
ers of Proposition 187. 

“We dedicated it to Wilson be- 
cause he forced us and inspired us” 
to make the film, Arau said. 

The comedy’s cast of 48 
mostly American unknowns in- 
cludes Caroline Aaron, as aunt 
Gigi: Fernando Arau as an illegal 
worker; Eduardo Palomo, who re- 
cently died, as Roberto Quintana; 
and John Getz as Sen. Abercrom- 
ble.s>

Learn a language 


in thirty

You can become fluent in 
Spanish in 30 days, according to 
a Berlitz ad. You can also learn 
English or just about any other 
language in the same time. 

Jim Boulet, the executive di- 
rector of English First, a group 
that advocates making English 
the official language of the U.S., 
believes the ad. He was therefore 
shocked to read that in fact it takes 
as long as seven years for immi- 
grant children to learn English. 
That's what the California Leg- 
islative Analyst found after an 
exhaustive study. 

If Boulet is right, California’s 
education establishment is wast- 
ing taxpayers’ money. 

How long does it really take 
to learn a language? 

If you read an ad in a news- 
paper or see acommercial on TV, 
the answer is going to be a very 
short period of time. The ad is 
supposed to sell you the product. 
The ad does not lie; it just pre- 
sents a certain reality. 

The fact is that learning a lan- 
guage fluently to be able to func- 
tion at an educational or profes- 
sional level takes more than thirty 
days of casual part-time study. 

According to research con- 
ducted by the Defense Language 
Institute in Monterey, California, 
which teaches languages to our 
diplomats and military personnel, 
it takes about six hundred hours 
of instruction to reach a func- 
tional ability with an “easy” lan- 
guage. “Hard” languages such as 
Korean, Japanese, Arabic or any 
other having little or no connec- 
tion to English, take twice as long 
or even more. The students at the 
DLI are highly selected after a 
battery of tests to determine that 
they are capable of learning lan- 
guages intensively. For the aver- 
age person, it probably takes 
longer. 

What students at the DLI 
have to do is learn the language, 
i.e., the words. Immigrant kids, 
on the other hand, need to learn 
English but at the same time they 
have to acquire the concepts be- 
hind the words. Thus, students at 
the DLI need only learn that the 
Spanish word for “president” is 
“presidente.” Adults know what 
the president does. They know

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about the political system. A kid 
from another country, on the other 
hand, needs to learn the meaning 
of the word but also the ideas and 
other information about “presi- 
dent.” That takes a long time. 

Kids, however, do have an 
advantage in learning languages 
over adults. Kids can eventually 
reproduce a native-like pronun- 
ciation. Adults will in most cases 
retain some kind of foreign ac- 
cent. 

Professional educators take 
learning seriously and don’t put 
ads in newspapers or make com- 
mercials to attract students by 
promising miracle cures. They 
know that it takes a long time to 
learn a language. For children 
who come from other countries, 
the California Legislative 
Analyst’s office found that it 
takes anywhere from 3 to a maxi- 
mum of 7 years. The California 
Legislative Analyst defined learn- 
ing English as acquiring the skills 
necessary so that an immigrant 
kid could learn in a regular class- 
room alongside of American kids 
without the need of extra tutor- 
ing. So while immigrant kids 
learn English, at the same time 
they have to struggle not to fall 
behind their U.S.-born students in 
the other school subjects. 

Voters in California, Arizona, 
and Massachusetts eliminated bi- 
lingual education, giving kids a 
year of immersion to learn En- 
glish. If thirty days is enough, one 
year should be plenty. 

The fact is that years after 
implementing the one-year im- 
mersion program, only 7% of im- 
migrant kids in California have 
been classified as English profi- 
cient. That would make it a 93% 
failure. 

One third of California’s kin- 
dergartners are classified as En- 
glish learners. If these kids don’t 
learn English and become edu- 
cated, they'll qualify only for me- 
nial work. When kids don’t get a 
good education, we all pay a 
“price.” Lack of education trans- 
lates into poverty, which in- 
creases costs for all of us. 

The education establishment 
is not buying into facile solutions 
to education. Although the elimi- 
nation of bilingual education in 
California has had a negative ef- 
fect on immigrant kids’ educa- 
tional opportunities, the Califor- 
nia Legislative Analyst found that 
by twelfth grade only 10% of stu- 
dents are not classified as fluent 
in English. These students who 
are not yet fluent in all likelihood 
have not been in the country very 
long. 

In essence, most immigrant 
kids are learning and that augurs 
well not simply for them but for 
the rest of society as well, even if 
you can’t learn a language in 
thirty days.

New York (EFE)- Afranio 
Vazquez and his cousin Luis 
Fajardo have spent most of their 
young lives working the land in 
Ecuador, and they never imagined 
their trip to the United States to 
become farmworkers would turn 
into hell. 

Vazquez, 19,and Fajardo, 18, 
who can barely read or write, re- 
lated their odyssey at a press con- 
ference in the Manhattan head- 
quarters of the American Immi- 
grants Federation after being kid- 
napped by people smugglers in 
California. 

The non-profit group offered 
the cousins legal representation 
free of charge, seeking for them a 
special three-year visa granted to 
witnesses or victims of crimes 
that violate U.S. law. 

The attorneys for the Ecua- 
dorian farmworkers said the cous- 
ins Were taken by a gang of people 

/smugglers, known as “coyotes,” 
“who have grown beyond Mexico, 
expanding to other Latin Ameri- 


can countries. 

The two men, who mostly 
stared at the floor during the press 
conference. said they believed the 
promises made by the covotes that 
they would receive special visas 
for farmworkers, which they 
could use to make money to help 
their families. 

According to Vazquez, a 
group of Mexicans recruit people 
in Ecuador every summer, prom- 
ising them legal work in the 
United States. 

After paying the covotes 
$2.000 for the trip and visa with 
the help of relatives, Vazquez left 
Ecuador. 

He was taken in a truck to a 
place with other immigrants, then 
to a boat. and from there. to a 
truck. 

“They lied to us. told us we 
were going to have a visa to be 
able to work in the fields.” said 
Vazquez. who quit school in sixth 
grade to help his brothers and par- 
ents work the land. 

During the long trip. the coy- 
otes fed Vazquez only once a day 


and kept him, along with his fel- 
low travelers, under armed guard. 
Vazquez said he cannot remem- 
ber when he left Ecuador or how 
many days his journey took. 

Vazquez said he remembers 
spending 12 days holed up in a 
house in Witts, California, where 
the coyotes held him against his 
will with scores of other undocu- 
mented immigrants under a dozen 
armed guards. 

Vazquez and his cousin, who 
was brought to California by the 
coyotes a short time later, are part 
of the 87 undocumented Hispanic 
men and women rescued by po- 
lice on April 22 following a tip- 
off. The smugglers evaded cap- 
ture. 

“I was finally able to see light 
for the first time in 12 days,” said 
Vazquez, who came to New York 
along with his cousin, sponsored 
by human rights groups. The two 
men are staying in the home of 
an Ecuadorian immigrant here 
awaiting a hearing before immi- 
gration officials.<>

¿Cómo podemos proteger a nuestra computadora?

Quién hubiera imaginado hace 
unos años cuando las computa- 
doras personales se volvieron más 
comunes, que resultaran siendo 
“temperamentales”, borrando 
nuestros reportes inesperadamente; 
“friolentas”, congelando la pantalla 
en los momentos más inoportunos; 
y además “enfermizas”, siendo 
susceptibles a virus y gusanos. 
¡Insólito es a veces el nuevo mundo 
de la informática! 

Claro que estos llamados virus 
y gusanos no son causa de la 
naturaleza, sino que son pequeños 
programas informáticos diseñados 
por personas que tienen malas 
intenciones o quieren hacer una 
broma. Estos programas normal- 
mente tienen la habilidad de 
replicarse y propagarse a otros sis- 
temas. Aunque en algunos casos, 
estos programas no funcionan 
correctamente o son solamente una 
distracción irritante para el usuario, 
otros pueden ser extremadamente 
peligrosos y causar daño irrepa- 
rable a la computadora y a los datos 
guardados en ella. 

En sus inicios (y todavía pasa 
comúnmente), los virus eran 
propagados vía discos blandos 
(floppy) u otros medios intercam- 
biables como CDs. Ahora, la 
manera más común de infectarse 
con un virus de computadoras es a 
través del correo electrónico. Mu- 
chos de los virus y gusanos más 
recientes se han propagado como 
documentos enviados adjuntos a 
correos electrónicos de personas 
conocidas o desconocidas, en 
archivos que pueden tener la 
extensión .exe, doc o .zip. Al reci- 
bir y abrir uno de estos correos sos- 
pechosos, te llevas la sorpresa de 
que se ha infectado tu computadora 
O, aunque a veces no te des cuenta 
inmediatamente, ha causado algún 
daño o proceso incorrecto conside- 
rado como “broma” por el creador 
del programa. 

La diferencia entre los virus y 
los gusanos informáticos es que los 
gusanos tienen la capacidad de usar 
el equipo de tu computadora para 
infectar a otras a través del Internet. 
Lo que significa que no es nece- 
sario que tú necesariamente se lo 
envíes en un correo a alguien (sin 
saberlo por supuesto) o lo transfie- 
ras por medio de un floppy, ya que

el gusano se puede propagar por sí 
mismo. 

Pero existen maneras de pro- 
teger y “vacunar” a nuestras com- 
putadoras en contra de estos males 
informáticos.

e Instala un programa antivi- 
rus. La mayoría de los programas 
antivirus se pueden configurar para 
explorar automáticamente tu 
computadora e identificar y prote- 
ger contra los daños que pueda 
causar un virus, pero también es 
muy importante actualizar el soft- 
ware antivirus periódicamente. Si 
eres miembro de SBC Yahoo! DSL 
O Dial, disfrutas de acceso al soft- 
ware antivirus que te protege de vi- 
rus y gusanos. Adopta la práctica 
de ejecutar el programa antivirus 
al menos una vez al mes, o ase- 
gúrate de configurarlo para que co- 
rra automáticamente para que sea 
efectivo. 

¢ Protege tu computadora con 
un servidor de seguridad. El hard- 
ware o software de servidores de 
seguridad es la primera barrera de 
defensa contra los piratas infor- 
máticos O intrusos.

Buenos Aires (EFE)- This is 
Diego Maradona’s “last chance” to 
overcome drug addiction, his per- 
sonal physician said Monday, add- 
ing that the former soccer great was 
in stable condition after his first 
night in a rehab facility. 

“Because of everything that 
has happened, I have the impres- 
sion that this is our last chance.” 


Dr. Alfredo Cahe told reporters, 


complaining that the former soc- 
cer star had not been accepted at 
several Argentine medical facili- 
ties. 

Maradona, transferred Sunday 
to the suburban Clinica del Parque 
from a Buenos Aires hospital, is 
now in the “appropriate place.” ac- 
cording to Cahe. 

Although the doctor said they 
would have to wait “a week to ana- 
lyze” Maradona’s progress, Cahe 
said the former superstar would 
have to undergo treatment “for a 
long time, here or somewhere 


else.” 


Maradona suffered severe car- 
diac and respiratory failure and en- 
tered the Swiss Argentine Clinic in 
Buenos Aires on April 18. He left 
against his doctor’s advice 12 days 
later and stayed for six days at a 
friend’s country estate, after which 
he had to return to the clinic, where 
he remained until Sunday. 

Over the past few days the 
family of the former soccer great 
has searched for a clinic in Argen- 
tina where he could continue treat- 
ment for drug addiction. He was 
previously treated for drug use in 
Cuba beginning in 2000. 

“They wouldn't accept us any- 
where - the way they rejected us 
was incredible. We didn’t know 
what to do. We were alone.” Cahe 
said, also confirming that 
Maradona had not consented to 
treatment.

Maradona to the rehab center on 
Sunday was made “by his family.” 
said the doctor, who also men-

Cahe, who took the opportu- 
nity to defend his handling of 
Maradona’s case, said that “for the 
first time, there is great family 
unity” regarding the fate of his pa- 
tient. His ex-wife Claudia Villafañe 
and their two daughters have not 
left his side. 

“I hope Diego will see the light 
and realize what is happening,” the 
doctor said, noting that the course 
of treatment would “depend on 
what he wants,” and insisting that 
Maradona's attitude stems “not 
from a whim but from an illness.” 

Cahe linked the 43-year-old’s 
latest crisis with his return to Ar- 
gentina at the end of March, not- 
ing that the Cuban clinic where he 
had been staying was “the ideal 
place” for Maradona to complete 
the treatment he needed. 

“He has no peace in Argentina, 
and, although it was going well, he 
wasn't in a clinic and he slipped. 
In Cuba, he had a tranquil environ- 
ment, with the warmth and time we 
have lost here,” the doctor said.<=

lems in the community, too.” 

Organizing the various com- 
munities of Mexicans, Figueroa 
explained, is one way to give im- 
migrants a greater voice in the is- 
sues that affect them.

Havana, (EFE).- Cubans 
flocked to dollar stores Tuesday 
to stock up on basic items after 
the Cuban government enacted 
measures to counteract U.S. 
plans to tighten the embargo 
against the island and step up 
pressure on the government of 
Fidel Castro. 

Long lines formed outside 
the city’s main dollar stores as 
nervous shoppers fearful of the 
uncertain situation and looming 
price hikes snatched up food 
and cleaning items. 

The Cuban government an- 
nounced in a television broad- 
cast Monday night plans to in- 
crease the cost of fuel and of 
products priced in dollars and 
said stores that accept U.S. dol- 
lars would only be able to sell 
food and cleaning products. 

That came in response to 
“brutally cruel” U.S. measures 
that - according to Havana - 
seek “to strangle” the commu- 
nist-ruled island’s development. 

Last week, Washington ap- 
proved a plan aimed at speed- 
ing up political change in Cuba 
that includes, among other mea- 
sures, limiting the frequency of 
visits by Cuban Americans to 
the island to once every three 


of money they can spend on the 
island. 

In Havana, some hard cur- 
rency shops - called “choppy” 
from “shopping” - remained 
closed for “inventory.” Others 
opened only their food, deter- 
gent, soap and personal hygiene 
sections. 

The stores also suspended 


the sale of wine, beer and other 


alcoholic beverages “until fur- 
ther notice.” 


Sandra, a young mother

En un comunicado leído 
hoy en su residencia de West 
Chester, a unos 25 kilómetros 
de Filadelfia (Pensilvania), la 
familia de Berg describió por 
boca de un portavoz, Bruce 
Hauser, al joven, de 26 años, 
como “un muchacho estu- 
pendo” y se declaró “destro- 
zada” por el asesinato. 

“La familia está destro- 
zada por la pérdida y quiere 
extender sus condolencias a 
otras familias que también 
han sufrido”, declaró Hauser, 
quien agregó que los Berg 
han pedido a las Fuerzas Ar- 
madas que les entreguen 
pronto el cuerpo de su hijo 
“para poder hacer lo necesa- 
rio y poder superar lo que ha 
pasado”. 

Berg, propietario de una 
empresa especializada en ins- 
talar antenas de comunica- 
ción, trabajó en Irak entre di- 
ciembre y febrero y regresó 
al país árabe a primeros de 
marzo en busca de contratos, 
sin éxito.
